My father’s 
letters to Mr. Tegetmeier consist almost entirely of series of questions relating to the 
different breeds of fowls, pigeons, etc. ... In roading through the pile of letters, one 
is ipoch struck by tho diligence of the writer's search for facts, and it is made clear 
that Mr. Tegetmeier’s knowledge and judgment were completely tmsted and highly 
rained by bim."—Danrtn’f Lijt and Letters, Vol. II.
